The final 2016 operat¬ 
ing and capital budgets 
have been approved by 
Niagara- on- the-Lake 
council with a last-min¬ 
ute increase in funding 
for the Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Public Library. 

The library board had 
requested $22,752 more 
than the $563,000 allo¬ 
cated in the draft operat¬ 
ing budget to allow it to 
eventually stay open 


seven days a week with 
an earlier start on week- 

With the additional 
funding in the $9.3 mil¬ 
lion operating budget, 
property owners will see 
an increase of 1.12 per 
cent on the town's por¬ 
tion of their tax bill. 

A suggestion by Coun. 
John Wiens during the 
draft budget discussions 
in October that the heri¬ 
tage incentive program 
be increased from $35,000 
to $60,000 was not 
approved in the final 


budget. 

Councillor Paolo Miele 
had asked staff in October 
to find ways to reduce the 

council wanted to 
increase funding for other 
items, like the library. On 
Monday, he again argued 
that the $17,000 budgeted 
for new technology for 
council chambers should 
be omitted. 

Town clerk Holly Dowd 
said the new cameras 
would improve the qual¬ 
ity of the live streaming 
of council meetings.

“We’ve gone through 


this before,” said the direc¬ 
tor of viticulture at 
Pillitteri Estates Winery in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake.

That said, “as an indus¬ 
try, we've been able to 
mechanize to a very big 
degree now," said 
Slingerland.

tion, when grapes are at 
their frozen best at -8°C. 

“Obviously colder days 
earlier are always better, 
because the percentage of 
crops you harvest are 
always the highest,” 
Slingerland said. 

“But this is an historic 
pattern; we have years of 
great cold years and then 
we have challenging 

“We’ve gone through 
this so many times before, 
a lot of farmers take it with 
a grain of salt... we have to 
work with it,” he said. 

“We’ll still get there.” 

Debbie Zimmerman, 
CEO of the Grape Growers 
of Ontario, said "the birds 
are always the threat... 
and as the vines go to 
sleep the grapes start to 
dry up and you don’t want 
to get them as they 
become completely des- 
sicated.” 

"But right now, we’re 
good, still holding and 
January is really what 
we’re looking for (in a 
cold-weather) break." 

Climatologist Anthony 
Shaw, a professor in Brock 
University’s department 
of geography, said the El 
Nino good news is the 
likelihood of less snow 
this year. 

That means a break on 
municipal slow clearing 
and winter maintenance 
budgets. 

However, it could be 
problematic for retailers 
of winter items and ski- 
resort operators. 

“And for heating ... the 
bill will also go down 
quite significantly,” Shaw

Whatever the political stripe of 
Niagara-on-the-Lake residents, they

Reading of the plans 
by the Mennonite com¬ 
munity in NOTL to spon¬ 
sor a Syrian family, I was 
reminded that I am here 
today as a result of a ref¬ 
ugee resettlement pro¬ 
gram. 

After the First World 
War in Europe, the 
Canadian government 


was asking Canadians to 
sponsor farm labour to 
help open up the Prairies 
for agriculture. 

My father was one 
such refugee, assisted by 
a Hutterite community in 
southern Alberta. When 
he told them of his wife 
and five children still in 
Hungary, they contacted 
the government and the 
family crossed Europe 
and the ocean to the vast 
open fields of Alberta. 
This cost was carried by 
the Hoffer community, 
which my dad repaid 
with his labour. 

The Hoffer family kept 
in contact with us all 
through my father’s life. 
Many years later when 


my father was quite old, 
he was left with no one to 
take in his crop after my 
brother died suddenly 
during harvest time. 
Somehow the news 
reached the extended 
Hoffer group and from 
down the road appeared 
four huge combines. 

They cleaned off the 
grain in one day and 
night and all they asked 
in return was space to 
store their excess wheat. 

It is good to know 
communities like that are 
keeping up the tradition 
today. Thank you, from 
the bottom of my heart.

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Churches looking for refugee sponsorship support

Two more Niagara-on- 
the-Lake church congre¬ 
gations are taking on the 
responsibility of sponsor¬ 
ing Syrian refugees. 

Grace United and St. 
Mark’s Anglican Church 
members have decided 
they want to help make 
refugee families feel safe 
and welcome in Niagara, 
and are hoping for sup¬ 
port from the community. 

Both will work with 
their Niagara dioceses 
and national church orga¬ 
nizations, which are 
among the many across 
the country that have have 
signed sponsorship agree¬ 
ments with the federal 
government to support 
refugees from abroad 


when they resettle in 
Canada. 

The local churches join 
the United Mennonite 
Church in Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, which decided 
last month to sponsor a 
family expected to arrive 
any time, working through 
the Mennonite Central 
Committee. 

Bob Goodwin of Grace 
United said his church 
committee will be meet¬ 
ing with members of St. 
Mark’s, to see how they 
can work together on 
sponsorship, “making it a 
community initiative. 

“We don't have a finan¬ 
cial problem, but we do 
have a people problem,” 
said Goodwin, speaking 
specifically for Grace. 

“Our challenge is the 
aging demographics of 
our church congregation. 


It’s hard to get enough feet 
on the ground.” 

There are different 
sponsorship programs 
with different costs, but 
the churches expect to go 
the route of a blended 
program that makes them 
responsible for raising 
$17,000, based on the 
needs of a family of four, 
with the federal govern¬ 
ment contributing 
$10,000. 

Grace is further ahead 
in the dollar department 
- St. Mark’s is hoping for 
donations from the com¬ 
munity. 

But all three churches 
would be delighted to 
have community involve- 

Each congregation is 
waiting to see what size 
family they will be spon¬ 
soring, and at that time, 


may have a better idea of 
what is needed. 

"Then the work begins 
in setting sub-groups to 
deal with the many aspects 
of support, including 
housing and furnishings, 
clothing, transportation, 
school for the children, 
and so much more.” 

The refugees they spon¬ 
sor will settle in St. 
Catharines, where the ser¬ 
vices they will need are 
located, said Goodwin. 

There is a long list of 
tasks that will need to be 
covered - helping to regis¬ 
ter kids at school and par¬ 
ents for English lessons, 
helping adults apply for a 
driving licence and any 
other documents they 
need, teaching them how 
to use transportation and 
being available to drive 
when needed are just a 


few of the ways people 
can contribute. 

Making the refugees feel 
safe in their new home 
and country is paramount, 
said Goodwin, as is help¬ 
ing them to integrate into 
a community that is 
already there for them. 

“Once they’re intro¬ 
duced to their support 
system, there will be less 
of a demand on us. But 
the initial introduction to 
the system is our respon¬ 
sibility, and it’s our 
responsibility for a year.” 

To help out, call 
Goodwin at 905-468- 
8981. 

Don MacLeod of St. 
Mark's says the push is on 
for the congregation to 
raise its sponsorship 
money by the end of the 
year, and would welcome 
donations. 


Refugees began arriving 
in Toronto last week. 
Some will be sent to a 
reception centre in 
Hamilton, and of those, 
about 150 refugees are 
expected to arrive in 
Niagara in January. 

MacLeod says St. Mark’s 
has had a very generous 
and positive response 
from the community 
already, but like the other 
churches, is waiting to 
hear more about the fam¬ 
ily it will sponsor, and at 
that point, will begin look¬ 
ing for practical and logis¬ 
tical support as well. 

“It’s a step-by-step pro¬ 
cess, and it’s going to be a 
learning curve for all of us 
as well.”

Elizabeth Zapotoczny, a recre¬ 
ational aid who works with seniors 
at Chartwell Niagara, has been 
working with residents who attend 
her art sessions, convincing them
